The first step is to determine the type of 
program that is going to be developed. There are 
two types of programs at Tyler Junior College. 
There are programs that the school calls AA or 
AS degrees, which stands for Associates of Arts 
and Science which are governed by the rules in 
the Academic Course Guide Manual. 

Then the school has what they call AAS 
degrees which stands for Associates of Applied 
Science and they have certificate programs which 
are governed by the rules of The Guidelines for 
instructional programs in Workforce Education 
(GIPWE) and the Workforce Education 
Course Manual (WECM). Different programs

Editorial 


Time for a new 

Campus police, their black and yellow uniforms are a common sight 
during any day at TJC. With each call taken, they carry out a variety of 
tasks, ensuring that TJC remains a viable place for education to take place. 

The coordination involved in the effort to protect a campus the size 
of TJC is staggering; 11,000 students, eight residence halls, and 1200 
residents comprise the 137 acre campus on a daily basis. Yet, the police 
handle the task with high standards and although a few recent incidents 
may indicate otherwise TJC does provide resources to maintain a safe 
campus and crime report statistics support this claim in most categories. 
However there are still some areas to improve. 

According to 2016 campus Clery reports, a federal requirement for all 
colleges and universities to report crime data, last year TJC ranked right 
around average with three other comparable community colleges in most 
crime categories; these colleges are Trinity Valley Community College, 
Northeast Texas Community College and Kilgore Community College. 
The only crime statistic where TJC ranked significantly above average in 
2016 was in the category of aggravated assault which is defined as “ An 


safety initiative 

unlawful attack by one person upon another with purpose of inflicting 
severe or aggravated bodily injury”. In 2016 TJC reported a total of eight 
aggravated assaults on campus and one in the dorms. The other three junior 
colleges reported a combined total of zero aggravated assaults for that same 
year. Of course it should be noted that this does not guarantee that zero 
assaults took place, the report just indicates that none were documented 
by campus police. But another important factor to consider is the relative 
populations of these campuses; TJC has about 3,000 more students than 
the next largest of the three campuses which is TVCC. 

However even when TJC is compared to Universities with similar 
population sizes: The University of Texas at Tyler, Stephen F. Austin 
wUniversity and Tarleton State University, the trend is nearly identical.

Now that I have experienced both junior college and 
university life, there are quite a few things I wish I could 
have told the 2015-version of myself. This is a short list of 
the big pieces of advice: 

First, don’t just waste your junior college time. Many 
people may mark junior college off as a “highschool 2.0” 
or “13th grade,” but this is definitely the best time for 
you to make smart decisions for the future. Junior college 
is easy, compared to university life. Use the time you 
have there to focus on working and saving up. Because 
when you hit the 3000- and 4000-level classes, you’re not 
going to have as much time for a job as you’d like, nor 
the money. TJC costs so much less than universities do, 
it’s ridiculous.

TJC hopes to offer a second Bachelor’s degree 
in Healthcare Technologies and Medical systems

Tyler Junior College is working on adding another Bachelor’s degree to their growing 
list of degrees. President Michael Metke, Ph. D and others are working on getting the 
new degree program passed by the state. 

Last year Tyler Junior College launched a new Bachelor’s 
program in Dental Hygiene. According to recent news reports 
from The Texas Tribune community colleges can know offer 
Bachelor’s Degrees in their schools. 

This decision was made to both increase the number of 
students with Bachelor’s degrees and to fix the state’s shortage 
of registered nurses. 

Last year Tyler Junior College launched a new Bachelor’s 
program in Dental Hygiene. 

TJC has already started working on another Bachelor’s 
Degree in Healthcare Technologies and Medical systems. 

The TJC staff started the process back in July when the 
board of trustees voted unanimously to start putting together 
a degree plan for a Bachelor of Applied Technology degree. 

The degree will focus on the software systems and 
technology involved in operating a hospital or other medical 
related businesses, Dean of Curriculum and Compliance Dr. 

Lisa Harper said in an interview with the Tyler Morning 
Telegraph in July of this upcoming year. 

Juan Mejia, Ed. D said the decision came from looking 
at what programs are needed by the industry and region that 
are not being offered by the regional four-year colleges. He 
also said the school has no plans to become a full four-year 
university. 

The graduates of this program will be able to provide 
valuable expertise in healthcare systems management, finance, 
medical staff roles and responsibilities, reimbursement 
mechanisms, the electronic medical record, privacy issues, and 
legal issues related to the healthcare industry. 

In 2015-2016, TJC’s graduation rate for its medical 
programs were the second highest overall at 294 graduates 
in Associate’s degrees and 296 graduates in Undergraduate 
certificates as of last year. This only being beaten by their 
Liberal Arts and Sciences, General Studies and Humanities 
program at 458 graduates in Associate’s degrees. 

TJC’s Medical Laboratory Technician Program currently 
has a three-year average of 90% Board of Certification 
pass rate, a 100 percent graduation rate, and a 93 percent 
placement rate as determined by guidelines from the National 
Accrediting Agency. 

The school is wants to make programs that can act 
as a bridge towards the graduate level classes of the local 
universities that offer medical degrees such as UT Health 
Northeast and the University of Texas at Tyler. 

“Those collaborative partnerships are what sets us apart 
in East Texas,” Harper said. 

This degree directly relates to the master’s degrees at both 
UT Tyler and UT Health Northeast, with the former having 
a degree in healthcare administration and the latter having a 


degree in public health. 

Harper said the degree will open pathways to a wide range of careers in technology 
and administration for the health industry. 

The school hopes to have the program outlined by early October and the launch date 
is set for fall of 2018.

This is a road trip that not a lot of teams have to face. 
Road trips of this caliber can sometimes make orbreak a 
team’s success down the road. 

For the TJC Apaches, their trip started Wednesday, Oct. 
11 th at Trinity Valley Community Collegewhere they lost a 
close match putting their conference record at 2-2. With now 
a 10-9 overall record,that dreaded .500 record was staring in 
the faces of Coach Brandi Hood and her team again. 

After leaving Athens on a disappointing conference loss 
TJC headed to Missouri. Another tournament was on the 
schedule for TJC. The Missouri State West-Plains Tourna¬ 
ment was one that TJC had high hopes on to boost them up 
the standings again. 

The Apaches finished the tournament with a perfect 4-0 
record. This doubled their season high two game win streak. 
TJC started the tournament beating the host, MSU West 
Plains, (TJC points first in set), (W: 21-25,25-19,26-24,25- 
11). In the same day, TJC was able to overcome Indian Hills 
CC-Ottumwa (W: W 22-25, 22-25, 25-21, 25-19, 15-12), 
giving them momentum into the final day of thetournament. 

The next day, Saturday, Oct. 14 th , TJC would beat 
Hutchinson CC (25-18, 25-21, 20-25, 23-25, 16-14). This 
was followed by a 4 th and final win against Jefferson College 
(W: 25-14,25-18,25-15). 

With a 4-1 record in their current road trip, TJC has no 
time to rest easy. Things only pick up as the Apaches take on 
Navarro College, Saturday, Oct.21 st in Corsicana. TJC cur¬ 
rently has a 14-9 record but their conference record is just 2-2. 
The last time TJC and Navarro met, TJC won at home. 

Conference play continues with no break as TJC will 
have to play Panola College again. Last time they met TJC 
won at home as well. The Wednesday, Oct. 25 th matchup will 
take place on the road, followed by just over one week of rest 
for the team. 

The rest will be for the regional and national tournament, 
which is coming up early to mid-November. 

TJC is just outside of the top 20 ranking. This makes 
these last games crucial for the Apaches to slip in the polls in 
the last moments of the season.

There were a total of eight reports of 
aggravated assault for TJC and a combined 
total of one for the three Universities. This is 
fairly alarming, but it doesn't indicate that the 
campus is inherently unsafe. The statistic was 
taken from the year 2016 which saw a huge 
spike from the two years year prior. In 2015 
only one aggravated assault was reported, and 
in 2014 none were reported meaning that the 
result from 2016 may be an outlier. 

But beyond just statistics there are some 
common concerns among TJC students. Many 
are still worried about walking across campus 
at night, especially due to poor lighting 
in some areas across campus. Safewalk, a 
program where campus police will come pick 
up students at any time or place on campus is

bachelors or masters.

It should be the 
college’s initiative to ensure that every student 
on campus knows about the opportunities 
it provides to remain safe because they are 
present, but mainy unseen. >

Society, given presentations in national parks 
about Office of Strategic Services (OSS) 
operations, and worked as a historian for the 
National Museum of the Marine Corps. 

Todd’s latest book, “OSS Operation 
Black Mail: One Women’s Covert War 
Against the Imperial Japanese Army,” 
published by Naval Institute Press, has 
garnered positive reviews from literary critics 
and intelligence experts alike. 

Dr.Todd has held speaking engagements 
at prestigious location such as, the CIA 
headquarters in Langley, Virginia, and Johns 
Hopkins University in Baltimore, Maryland. 
She has also been invited to speak at the Bush

She served in the U.S. Coast Guard and 
now resides in Dripping Springs, Texas.

follow different state rules, for instance, 
the AA and AS degrees are considered 
academic transfer degrees for students who 
are going on to four-year universities for 
Bachelor’s degrees after leaving TJC. The 
AAS or Certificate programs are for students 
that are planning on going directly into the 
workforce after leaving TJC. 

Next, the curriculum development 
department sits down with the department 
chairs and asks them what they want to 
achieve with the program they are building 
and skills are the students required to have 
for the program. They then start looking at 
program outcomes and what smaller pieces 
they need to satisfy the program outcomes. 

Culinary arts are a workforce program 
that will be categorized as an AAS degree and 
will have two certificates from the program. 
There must be an advisory committee who are 
made of people that work in the workforce 
in this area. These people must say that they 
have a need for the program and they need 
skilled workers in a certain area and that they 
need TJC’s help in providing the training. 

“That is really the driving force in a work¬ 
force program is the advisory committee 
because they are the people who are doing 
the jobs day to day and that’s what culinary 
came out of,” said Curriculum Development 
Director Billie Anderson. Anderson has 
previously worked on the school’s Dental 
Hygiene program. 

“That was my first year in the office so 
I was a little nervous but I am very proud 
of the program, However, I am never the 
only person that works on a program. The 
department chairs are involved in it as well 
as the faculty so it’s not a matter of me 
sitting down and saying this is what needs 
to be in this degree plan. It is the teachers 
and department chairs that really design the 
program, I just give then the guidelines,” 
Anderson said. 


But because we lived to close to Tyler Junior 
College, I decided to look into it. 

When I found out about the 
communications major, Radio and TV 
broadcasting, It excited me. So I decided to 
just go for it. And I am glad I did. I enjoy 
being on campus, meeting new people, and 
seeing familiar faces everyday. Working 
on student media has been a really great 
experience! 

Well, that’s all about me. I hope you 
find your niche in college like I did. 


TJC is currently working on getting a 
new program approved by the state called 
Industrial maintenance on top of the culinary 
arts program. 

“Any changes within an existing 
program has to be reported to the state and 
that is what takes up the majority of our 
time in this office. I work with Jaquitta Bol 
who is the curriculum specialist at TJC who 
assists me in putting all the documentation 
together and getting everything approved at 
the TJC level,” Anderson said. 

Everything is presented to a curriculum 
instruction committee who reviews the 
curriculum and votes on it. If it is approved 
then it goes to the Vice-President for 
Academic and Student Affairs Juan Mejia 
for approval. However, if it’s a new program 
then it goes to TJC President Mike Metke 
for approval. The TJC Board of Trustees 
must make the final approval for the program 
to go on to the state level. 

“It is only after all these steps are passed 
that we can submit the program to the Texas 
Higher Education Coordinating Board 
(THECB) and we still have to present it 
to our accrediting agency the Southern 
Association of Schools and Colleges 
Commission on Colleges (SACOC),” said 
Anderson. 

Anderson said that for a new program 
there may not be as many faculty members 
working on it and that the school will 
sometimes use existing staff to “co-teach” 
classes. However, culinary arts require new 
staff as it is a new endeavor for the school. 

“We had to contract with people out in 
the workforce to talk to them about what the 
curriculum needed to look like because we 
don’t have any culinary faculty,” Anderson 
said. 

The final decision is still pending, but 
the school hopes to start the program as soon 
as Fall of 2018.

Vintage Wu strikes again but leaves less of an impression!

ss The TJC Theater Department will 
be putting on a production of “The Legend 
of Sleepy Hollow” at 7:30 p.m. on Oct. 25 
th -28 th and again at 9 p.m. on Oct. 31st in 
Jean Browne Auditorium. 

Professor Jacob Davis, a professor of 
theater at TJC, will be directing it. Davis 
plans to present this classic play in a different 
way than the audience is used to. 

“It is a different approach to “The 
Legend of Sleepy Hollow” story that 
everyone knows; you probably saw the Disney 
cartoon. This brings a lot more humor into 
it and is done in the style of what we call 
theater collective,” said Davis. 

“Its a new approach to theatre as far as 
the modern age, but it’s actually the oldest 
form of theatre going back to the ancient 
Greeks ... [letting] the audiences imagination 
take over instead of having to do big sets and 
scenic elements that weVe grown accustomed 
to in the last 100 years or so,” said Davis. 

Davis explained that theatre collective 
uses fewer props and stage equipment to let 
the audiences mind fill in the pieces. 

“Theatre collective is ... using an 
ensemble of players and the ensemble of 
people itself is what creates the world. So the 
actors are sometimes becoming horses and 
animals or constructing the scenery, making 
the walls of the buildings and stuff of that 
nature. It’s always bodies in motion instead of 
using a physical object,” said Davis. 

Davis said there has been some 
difficulties getting the play set up, but that it is 
a fun challenge. 

“There’s technical challenges, we’re 
building a lot of the elements that you know, 
like the headless horseman on his horse, we’re 
not bringing a real horse on stage. We’re 
creating it with the environment,” said Davis. 

Along with its first three nights, “The 
Legend of Sleepy Hollow” has been set to play 
on Halloween night. 

“We restructured our normal approach 
to doing our fall season, we ended up putting 
three main stages in this fall semester with 
“Olive Press” and CMT bookending “Sleepy 


Hollow” so that we could put it on Halloween 
night,” said Davis. 

While the play has only recently been set 
up, Davis said they’ve been planning it for a 
while. 

“In March of last year was when the 
title was selected. We did auditions for this 
production [the] second day of classes this 
semester, so August the 24 or 23.” 

The actors have had two weeks to 
rehearse this and it hasn’t all been easy. 

“You’re taking 15 people that don’t 
know each other, don’t know the script fully, 
and making them all work together on the 
same page. With 15 different people, you 
have 15 different world views, different ways 
of looking at the world, different ways of 
interpreting the script, and so there’s those 

challenges in finding where that 
collaboration is,” said Davis. 

Davis believes he’s chosen the right 
people.

History department hosts showing of ioo year-old movies

The History Department’s World 
War I and a 100 year-old movie festival 
started on Oct. 2 through Nov. 28. 

Jeffrey Owens, Chairman of History 
and Geography, said that he looked at 
other departments and saw that they 
each had a signature event. Such as 
Government and Economics takes a trip 
to Turkey and the Theatre Department 
puts on productions. But the History 
Department didn’t have any significant 
events and he wanted to change that. 

Here we are with everything that’s 
ever happened and we didn’t have 
anything that we produced for people to 
come to,” said Owens. 

As a resolution, Owens started 
the President John Tyler lecture series 
last Spring. Owens was asked to 
write an article for the Smith County 
Chronicles over Tyler in World War I. 
In preparation for his article he reviewed 
Tyler newspapers released during 1918 
to recreate what Tyler might have been 
like during World War I. The most 
reoccurring pattern he noticed in the 
newspapers were continuous ads for the 
movies. He looked up a few of the movies 
he saw ads for and found that most of the 
movies from 1918 don’t exist anymore. 

Film wasn’t as developed as it is 
today. During that time period movies 
were filmed on cellulose nitrate film. 
Nitrate film is highly flammable and 
would spontaneously combust if not 
carefully stored. 

Though many films went up in 
flames there are a great deal of older 
movies that prevailed under adverse 
conditions. The movie festival is 
intended to bring attention to forgotten 
movies and to remind people that there 
are other ways to communicate rather 
than only words. 

The movies being shown are silent 
movies; sound wasn’t incorporated in 
film until 1927. Many people don’t 
remember a time that movies didn’t 
have sound. People don’t often consider 
that method of communication.
